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PREFACE. 





This volume contains an account of the family or families 
named in the title page and of their descendants. The full work, 
in five parts, contains all that is known to the compiler conceming 
the Clark, Parks, Brockman and Dean families and their descend- 
ants, his ancestors and kindred; and of the Davis and Goss fam- 
ilies and their descendants, the ancestors and kindred of his be- 
loved wife, now deceased. 

The separate parts are: No. I. The Clark Family; No. IL. 
The Parks Family; No. III. The Brockman and Dean Families ; 
No. IV. The Davis Family, and No. V. The Goss Family. 

He engaged in the work with no intention of publishing it, but 
instead he intended simply to leave a manuscript copy to his chil- 
dren. After many inquiries as to his purpose, and with expres- 
sions of desire from many persons to possess a copy, he deter- 
mined to publish it in book form, He so announced, enlarged the 
scope, invoked the aid of his friends, and has devoted much time 
and patient labor collecting information for use in its preparation. 
The work has assumed proportions greatly beyond his expecta- 
tion. 

The chronology of persons and families has had special atten- 
tion. This, however, is net the highest function of genealogy, 
valuable though it be in tracing and proving a line of descent 


and relationship, but it is the preserving and presenting to our 


contemplation the lives and real character of our ancestors and 
kindred. This has been kept prominent and becomes therefore an 
interesting feature of the work. 

Each of the several parts of the work comprises a distinct line, 
and the persons are named in the order of birth, so far as the 
facts were obtainable. In some of the parts eight generations 
are accounted for. 

There is a system of reference by numbers, thus enabling one 
with facility to trace the lineage and ascertain the exact relation- 
ship of any y person named in the book with any other pa 
There are some remarkable genealogical tracings, degrees of re- 
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lationship, the result of inter-marriage in related families, and 
some of these it will be found impracticable to define. 

There are a number of pages arranged for continuing the fam- 
ily record in direct line of descent. Thus may be added many 
generations and so the work will become an heirloom of value in 
the coming centuries. 

The work has been to the compiler a-labor of love rather than 
profit. If he has sucteeded in rescuing from oblivion the names 


and deeds of some of his ancestors and numerous kindred, he. 


will in some measure be compensated for his arduous labor, and 
though his success has not been commensurate with his wishes 
and efforts, he trusts his labors have not been in vain. It is a 
matter of regret that not only the names of some but the deeds 
of many equally worthy have not been obtained for use in its 
preparation. He is greatly indebted, however, to his friends for 
the prompt manner in which many of them have responded to 
his request for information, and for words of cheer and encour- 
agement, and to these is largely due whatever of success he has 
achieved. He wishes especially to acknowledge his obligation to 
his esteemed friend and kinswoman, Mrs. Alfred W. Parks, of 
- Clifton, S. C., for information relating to the Parks family; to his 
friend, his wife’s kinsman, Dr. J. D. Garrard, late of Birmingham, 
Ala., for information relating to the Davis and Goss families; to 
Dr. Thomas M. Owen, Director of the Department of Archives 
and History of Alabama, for courteous and generous aid in the 
preparation of the work; and finally to his very dear mother, but 
for whose intelligence and great strength of memory he should 
never have known so much of his ancestry and collateral kindred.

FIRST GENERATION, :

We have two versions of the origin of the Goss family, or of the 
founding of the family in this country—both traditional. Dr. 
John D, Garrard, of Birmingham, Ala., now deceased, who was 
a great grandson, of Benjamin Goss, Sr., and who for forty years 
had been making genealogical research regarding his ancestors 
and noting results, said; 


“About 1760, Benjamin Goss, Sr., with two brothers came from Ger- 
many to America, They lived on the Rhine river, near the line, at that 
time, between Germany and France, line between Rhenish Bavaria and 
Alsace. The descendants of one of these brothers are seattered all over 
Nerth Ga,, White, Habersham, Cass and other counties Some have emi- 
gtated to other states. The descendants of the other brother are scattered 
pretty well all over the United States.” 


In support of this statement Dr. Garrard refers to the fact that 
his mother, Martha EB. (Goss) Garrard, a grand-daughter of 
Benjamin Goss, $r., lived contemporaneously with him in the 
‘State of Ga., and was intimately associated with members of his 
family, notably her father Benjamin Goss, Jr,, third child of 
Benjantin, Sr., who was intimately associated with his father the 
elder Goss for many years and to the time of the latter’s death, 
and who doubtless had often heard him speak of his early history. 


Mr. John Preston Goss, of Richmond, Va., who has made the ~ 


genealogy of the Goss family a study for some years, says: 


“As far as I can ascertain the Goss family lived in Va. prior to 1661. 
William Goss lived and diced in (now) Kent Co. Va., prior to 1661, and 
left a son named William. Charles and Eddie Goss lived in James City 
Co, Va., in 1682. James Goss lived in Goochland Co., Va., in 1741, now 


Buckingham Co. He is supposed to have been the father of Benjamin 
Goss, who was born Oct. 3, 1742. * ™ 


J. P. Goss continuing says: 


(1) 
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“It is not unreasonable to suppose the first William Goss was the rand. 
father of Charles and Exldie Goss, and that Charles or Eddie was the 
father of James Goss, and James Goss the iather of Benjamin, the father 
of the Gosses of Ga., and the first Goss who settled in Ga,, just prior to 
1800 or soon thereafter.” 


Quoting what was said by different members of the Goss fam- 
ily, John P. Goss, further says: 

“I heard my father, John W. Goss, grandson of Benjamin, Sr,, say that 
Benjamin was a son by the second marriage of his father, and that he, 
Benjamin, had two half-brothers older than himself that went to North 
Carolina, I think this will account for the two brothers mentioned by Dr. 
Garrard. I will mention that my father said his great grandfather, the 


father of Benjamin, Sr, died in Engiand, having gune there to attend to 
some business, sickened and died there.” 


He further says: 


“I have been informed by Mr. H. I. Gause, of Wilmington, Del., who 
has made a very great effort to trace the origin of the jamily, that they were 
from Germany, and were driven from that country during the persecution 
of the Protestants, and went first to France, where they were known as 
Gosse, and that those who went to England from France, dropped the e, 
leaving the name as it is now found in this country, Goss.” 

So much for tradition; all agree however that the Goss family 
descends from German ancestry. It is a matter of regret that 
we have no record evidence in support of either theory advanced, 
and at this late day it is ot probable that such evidence will be 
discovered, many of the records in Va., having been destroyed. 
We have therefore to deal with the situation as we find it. 

It would be a pleasure to trace the ancestry of Benjamin Goss 
as we are able to trace his descendants, but not being able to do 
this we will proceed with the primary object of this undertaking, 
the tracing of his descendants. In this we will use valuable in- 
formation furnished by both Dr. Garrard and Mr. John P. Goss 
and to both of whom we are indebted for their courteous and 
generous efforts to aid us. 

The earliest reliable information we have of Benjamin Goss is 
found in some of the records of Va. He enlisted in Maj. An- 
drew Lewis’ Company when twenty years old, was a planter, 5 ft. 
83 in. high, (See ist Vol. Va. Historical Papers, page 382, now 
in the State Library, Richmond, Va.) He also received a land 
grant for services in the Indian and French war, serving in Col, 

*"\\'m. Boyd's Regiment, 2d Va. (See Book of Grants Indian and 
French war now in the land office in the Capitol of Va).

Benjamin Goss and Elizabeth Hamilton were united in mar- 
riage April 14, 1764. Miss Hamilton was of Scotch descent and 
was born May 12, 1743. She wasa cousin of Alexander Hamil- 
ton, who fought a duel with and was killed by Aaron Burr. 
They resided in Buckingham Co,, Va., until about 1803, when 
they with most of their children moved to the State of Ga., and 
settled in Elbert Co., where they spent the remainder of their 
lives. | 

Benjamin Goss died Noy. 11, 1813, and Mrs, Goss died May 
3, 1815. They reared a large and interesting family of sons and 
daughters and their descendants are numerous, useful and influ- 
ential, Children:

There is a very old English dictionary in the possession of 
Judge Horatio James Goss, of Hartwell, Ga., a great-grand-son 
of Henjamin Goss, that was used for the purpose of keeping the 
family record of the latter, the entries being made on the margin 
of the leaves, with little reference to order, and are scattered all 
along through the book. The old book is tattered and torn, the 
front and back gone leaving no trace of date of publication. It 
was published at a time when the letter s was formed as the 
moxlern letter {. At some time it has been covered with a coarse 
domestic plaid, supposed to have heen spin and woven by hand: 
and from cotton picked from the seed by hand and before the days 
of the Whitney or other cotton gin. The old cover is also 
tattered and torn as evidenced by the accompanying illustration of 
the old book, a print from an engraving procured by the writer 
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for use in this book, The following is a true copy of entrios 
found in the old book. (Italics the writer’s.) 


“Benjamin Goss was born ye 3 day of October, 1742, and died 11 day of 
November, 1813, 7 0. c, at night.” 

“Benjamin Goss and Elizabeth Hamilton were married April ye 14, 1764." 
“Elizabeth Goss (Hamilton) was born May ye 12, 1743, and died 31 May, 
1815, about midnight.”

“Charles Goss was born February ye 23, 1765, on Saturday, about 3 or 4 
o'clock in the afternoon.” “Jesse Hamilton Goss was born March 28, in the 
year 1707, Saturday.

Notice. ‘What is life? It is eveu as a shadow that appeareth for a little 
while and that vanishes away.’ But his name ought to be preserved if ior 
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no other reason, because he was the father of four excellent and uscful 
ministers of the Gospel, viz: Benjamin, Isham H., William R. and 
Horatio James, Jr. He was for years one of the most prominent citizens 
of Elbert County, Georgia, and for twenty years was deacon and clerk of 
Sardis Church. Late in life he was licensed to preach, and though not 
fluent in speech, his great weight of character rendered impressive and 
profitable whatever he said, for he always spoke according to the divine 
oracles. He was remarkable for punctuality in all his religious and secular 
engagements. He used the office of deacon well and was thoroughly 
grounded and settled in the faith and practice inculcated in the New Testa- 
ment, He believed in ministerial support, not as a charity, but as a duty, 
and ever proved his faith by his works, in that he invariably paid his pastor 
liberally and punctually, and prompted all around him to do the same. He 
departed in peace in 1851, and was supposed to be about sixty-five years 
of age*. How greatly hath God honored him in having called four of his 
sons to the highest sphere of usefulness assigned to mortals,”

MARTHA BOOKER! GOSS (4) was born Oct. 12, 1805, in 


Wilkes Co., Ga,, not many years after her parents had moved 
from Va, She was about five years old when the family moved 
to Newton Co., Ga, In Mar., 1824, she was baptized by Elder 
Jonathan Nicholson and received into the Liberty Baptist Church, 
near Newborn. In Nov. of the same year, she was married to 
Hiram Garrard, of Putnam Co., Ga., and moved with him to 
Newton Co, in Dec, 1826. Mr. Garrard with his family moved 
to Montgomery Co., Ala. in Dec., 1852. Mrs, Garrard died 
Apr. 30, 1880, aged 74 years, 6 months and eighteen days. One 
of her last expressions was, “Glorious hope! Eternal joy." Hiram 
Garrard, her husband, descended from a long line of prominent 
ancestry. ‘Their son, Dr. John D. Garrard, furnished the follow- 
ing account of the Garrard family, 3 

“According to an old history of the Huguenots of France, the Garrard 
family of France was founded by a direct descendant of Prince Eberhard 
of Wertemburg, Germany, known as the “Good Prince” (or King). This 
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es 2 : ‘ 
prince lived over five hundred years 2g0—this roor. The Garrards were 


all Huguenots and so much opposed to the Catholic rule of the government 
that they had, by persecution, to leave France. From time to time, they 
went to different countries. Most of them to England. Peter Garrard, 
with his family, was probably the last to leave France, as shown by the 
records of history. He left France after the Revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes, Oct., 1685. His naturalization as a British subject took place May 
& 1687, in the ninth year of the reign of William ITI. Says the historian, 
‘Itis doubtless this branch which was transplanted in Va.’ Peter Garrard 
had two small sons with him when he emigrated to England. These sons 
grew up and married in England, where they spent the remainder of their 
lives.” “Col. William Garrard, of Stafford Co., Va., and his brother J. 
Garrard (who changed his name to Gerard) were sons of one of Peter 
Garrard’s sons, and Robert, John and Jacob Garrard, who settled in the 
Carolinas and in Ga., were children of the other son of Peter Garrard.” 


“Col, William Garrard came to America about i740 and prob- 
ably his brother, J: Garrard, came at the same time. Col, Wil- 
liam Garrard was the father of Gen, James Garrard, of Ky. 
Robert, John and James Garrard, three brothers, came together 
from England to Va., about 1750, They remained in Stafford 
Co. a few years and then came on further south. Jacob settled 
in North Carolina and Robert in South Carolina. John married 
Mary Bolt, of South Carolina, and remained in that state some 
years, when he came on to Ga., where he lived some years before 
he bought land and finally settled in Wilkes County in 1773 or 
about that date. He was born about 1725 and died in the Spring 
of 1807. John Garrard’s sons were Jacob and Robert, his daugh- 
ters were Frances, who married a man named Ludlow, and 
one, name not remembered. Jacob Garrard, son of John Gar- 
tard, of Wilkes Co., Ga., was born in 1762. About 1780 he mar- 
ried Elizabeth Barron, of Warren Co., Ga., a daughter of Capt. 
William Barron, and Rudy Barron (Dayis). She was bori in 
Waterford Co., Ireland, about 1 766, and with her parents came to 
America about Dec., 1766. 

Jacob Garrard, son of John Garrard, as mentioned heretofore, 
moved from Wilkes Co. to Putnam Co., Ga., it then being a 
part of Baldwin Co., in Dec., 1805, when his son Hiram was not 
quite six years old. Jacob died in 1823 and his widow in 1828. 
Only three of their children left any heirs, viz.: William Garrard, 
of Putnam Co., Ga., Zilla Garrard, who married the Rev. Jaimes 
M. Rockmore, and Hiram Garrard who married Martha B. Goss. 
Hiram Garrard was born Mar. 24, 1800, and died Nov. 7, 1871. 
At about 17 vears of age he was baptized by Rev. Richard Pace. 
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He was ordained a deacon about 1828 in Mount Pleasant 
Baptist Church, and also served the same church as clerk for 
more than twenty years.”

JEANNETTE* GOSS (4) was born in Wilkes Co., Ga., 
Sept. 19, 1807; was educated in the common schools and mar- 
ried David, son of Nathan Wright, Jan. 11, 1826. (See Appen- 
dix 307.) David Wright was born Dec. 10, 1792, and was edu- 
cated in the common schools. They resided near Starrsville, 
Newton Co., Ga., until about 1835, when Mr. Wright with his 
farnily moved to Ala., and settled in Chambers Co,, about ten 
miles north of Lafayette, the county site. He was a successful 
and well-to-do farmer; owned a good farm and some twenty or 
more negro slaves, and was a humane and indulgent master. He 
and his wife were members of the Baptist Church. Their mem-: 
bership while in Chambers Co., being with Bethel Church, in 
‘ Northern part of Chambers Co. 

Mrs. Wright was an industrious and frugal woman, a good 
farmers wife, a suitable helpmeet. In Dec., 1853, Mr. Wright 
moved with his family to Montgomery Co,, Ala., and settled near 
Pinelevel, where he spent the remainder of his life. He died 
Oct. 7, 1867, and his wife Jeannette died Dec. 26, 187—,

~ELDER BENAJAH® GOSS (4) was born in Wilkes Co., Ga, 
in 1809 and martied Mariah Darnell, Elder William Lacy offi- 
ciating. Miss Darnell was born June 16, 1813, and is still living 
(Dec. 1903) and resides at Lineville, Ala., ninety years old and 
in good health for a person of her age. We find in Bledsoe’s his- 
tory of the Liberty Baptist Association, the following sketch of 


.the life and character of Rey, Benajah Goss: 


“Elder Benajah Goss, died at his residence at Union Springs, Ala., on the 
sth day of January last (1866), in the filly-seventh year of his age. He was 
baptized into the fellowship of the Liberty Baptist Church in 1827, and was 
married to Miss Mariah Darnell, of Morgan Co., Ga. in 1830, (Feb. 4). 
He was licensed in 1836, ordained to the full ministry in Bethel Church, 
Chambers Co. Ala, in 1841, by Elders Jesse Moon, John B, Fiumphries 
and William Lacy. He was missionery of the Woherty Association and 
traveled and preached for several years to the destitute, principally in 
Randolph Co., Ala., where several churches were organized and built up 
under his ministry. 

“As a preacher, his discourses were characterized by sound doctrine and 
much practical godliness, with great earnestness and anxiety for the salva- 
tion of souls. Evidently much good was accomplished through his instru- 
mentality, * * * *. He has gone to his reward, and while he rests from 
his labors, his work will follow after him. He has left us the rich legacy 
of Christian example, and testimony to the truth as it im Jesus. Ele has 
shown us how to live and how to die. In his last hours of suffering he 
spoke to his Christian wife of receiving blessings from the Lord—such 
resignation and Christian fortitude are seldom witnessed i* he evidenced to 
the last. And his voice is stilled in death, his body relieved from suffering, 
and his spirit is at rest with God. Wherefore, . 

“Resolved, That in the death of Elder Benajah Goss, we fee! the case 
has lost a zealous defender and our church a devoted advocate, and the 
community a model of Chrisuan picty. 

“Resolved, Whilest we mourn the loss of our brother, we humbly bow 
to the will of God, who worketh all things together for good to them who 
love the Lord. : 

“Resolved, That we deeply sympathize with his bereaved and afflicted 
compatiion, and hereby extend to her our heartfelt condolence and sym- 
pathy with the assurance that she will ever be remembered in our prayers 
at the throne of grace.”

In Campbell's Georgia Baptists we find the following sketch of 
the life of Rev. Benjamin Goss: 
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“Roy, Benjatnin Goss was reared to industrial habits, working on the 
farm from his early lwyhood; had scarcely any advantages of education, 
was quite moral, frugal and industrious. When quite young he was awak- 
ened to the importance of religion, and in a still and quict manner sought 
the Lord and found thm, as he thought, a precious Saviour, and enjoyed 
himself much in his private meditations upon God's goodness. He delighted 
in visiting the house of God, and in hearing the gospel preached, but his 
timidity and backwardness prevented him from opening his mind to any 


one. 

“At Jength, after a lapse of several years, he was conversed with on the 
subject of his Christian experience and was induced to relate it fully, This 
inspired him with a little more confidence, and he ventured tremblingly to 
apply to the church for baptism. About 1838 he was received into the 
fellowship of Vans Creck Church, at Ruckersville, and was baptized by 
Rey. Asa Chandler. Mr. Goss soon became a zealous and active member 
of the church, would pray in public when called on, and im a few years 
was chosen and ordained a deacon. He was ever active und zealous in his 
religious duties, became a leader in prayer meetings, in which he would 
sometimes lecture or exhort with great power. The conviction was soon 

forced on the minds of his brethren that he was. designed of God to labor 
in a higher sphere, which corresponding with his own impressions, he was 
called to the work of the ministry. He would become so excited and ani- 
mated when speaking of God's goodness and love, that he seldom failed to 
impress those who heard him. He was ordained about the year 1834, and 
for ten successive years he labored in preaching Christ to the people with 
great earnest zeal and simplicity, His discourses were uniformly short 
and well-timed as to the surroundings, and were never known to worry his 
audience, but generally left the impression with the most fastidious tat, 
though the speascr was not a great preacher, nor a learned man, yet he 
was a good man and was doubtless in earnest im all his unaffected and 
simple appeals to the heart and conscience of his hearers. He was pastor 
of Rock Branch Church several years, and was greatly respected and 
beloved by his flock and congregation. At the time of his death he was 
also pastor of Bethel Church. He preached his last sermon on Sunday 
(preceding his death on the following Friday) at_a school house a few 
miles from his residence, during the delivery of which he was observed to 
be unusually solemn. His disease was brain fever, which produced delir- 
ium, so that he was deprived of the privilege of leaving dying testimony 
to the religion which he had illustrated so well in life. Eternity will 
doubtless disclose that he, and such as he, accomplished more real good in 
life and by example they left, than many brilliant men whose eloquence 
has entranced thousands, but whose lives lacked the savor of real godli- 
» mess,

1816, 1 Elbert-Co,, Ga., was prepared for college in the local 
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schools, such as the country afforded at that time, and finished his 
_ education at college in Knoxville, Tenn. He married Mary Eliz- 
abeth Gordon, a sister of the second wife of his brother Benja~ 
min, Mar. 5, 1840, the Rev, Asa Chandler officiating. Miss Gor- 
don was born Feb., 1818, and was a member of the Presbyterian 
Church, but joined the Baptist Church after her marriage. Rev. 
Isham Hamilton Goss was ordained to the Baptist Ministry Apr. 
15, 1842. 

Mrs, Ella Craft, of Hartwell, Ga., a daughter of Rev. Isham H. 
Goss, writes: 


“My father grew up on the farm, attending such schools as the county 
afforded. ° When he expressed a desire for higher education, his father 
sent him to Knoxville, East Tennessee College, where he remained two 
years. Soon after his return from college, he was married to Mary Eliza- 
beth Gordon, of Hart Co, Ga! The Gordons were Associate Reformed 
Presbyterians and had sent their daughters Mary and Flora to what is 
now known as Duewest, S. C., Female College. Mary, my mother, joined 
the Baptist Church after she had been married eight years, and after 
bright conversion, having been convinced from reading the Bible its doc- 
trines are according to the Scriptures, My father was most happily con- 
verted before he was married; joined the church and felt called to 
preach. He was ordained to preach after marriage at Russelville, Elbert 
Co, Ga, He was a useful minister of the Baptist denomination for forty 
years, never missed an appointment if it was pas=itle for him to be there: 
always feeling ‘woe is me if I preach not the Gospel.’ rm 

“My mother made a good preacher's wife in looking well to the house- 
hold and carrying on things orderly when he was from home preaching, and 
seeing that work on the farm went on (slavery times) as if he were 
there. My father kept up family prayer of nights and mornings and my 
mother made ready and order for that always. A good helpful wife 
on such not seem a burthen but a Jooked-for and pleasant part of life’s 

rogram. 


We find the following sketch in the History of Georgia Bap- 
tists; (Index Co.) 


“Isham H. Goss during boyhood was solemn, moral and obedicnt to 
his father, having Jost his mother when quite small, He had, however, 
the care of a kind step-mother, and his early training was thoroughly 
religious. * *# In his twenty-first year, in 1837, he journeyed on 
horseback to Knoxville, Tenn., and entered wast Tennessee Colleze, where 
he remained two years diligently pursuing the prescribed course of studies 
and reatling various works of an instructive character. In Mar., 1839, he 
Started home, traveling by public hack through S. C., that being ante- 
cedent to the days of railroads, and intending to return to college and 
study with a view to practicing law, but Providence ordered otherwise. 
Attending a general meeting of interest turned his attention most seriously 
to the subject of his soul's salvation and after several weeks of pungent 
conviction God was pleased by regeneration to light up his soul with hope 
of salvation on the 16th of April, 1830, in a manner gloriously overwhelim- 
ing. Immediately he felt it his duty to tell others of the preciousness of 
the Saviour he had found. With him old things did indeed pass away, 
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and ali things became new and it now grew to be his great desire to 
announce to others the grace of God in Christ Jesus. * * * In July, 
1830, he wnited with the Baptist Church at Sardis, being haptized in Cedar 
Creck by Rev, Ass Chandler on the 6th day of July. He soon began to 
take part in the public services of the church and even to preach when 
opportunity offered, but was not licensed until 13th of August, 1849, 
He was ordained on 15th of April, 1842. Asa Chandler, B. B. Butter, 
Philip Mathews and Miles B. Jones acting as presbyters. * * * For 
forty years Mr, Goss was actively engaged in the ministry, most of the 
time as the regular pastor of churches, but part of the time as an evan- 
gelist and missionary, for ten years serving Sarepta Association as suc. 
He baptized a great many persons and the savor of his good influence has 
been felt wherever he has gone. In all these years God has sustained 
him mentally, bodily and francially; has permitted him to see eight chil- 
dren grow up and join the «church and has given him the unbroken com- 
panionship of the wife of his bosom. * * *”

WILLIAM RABURN GOSS (12) was born in Elbert Co., Ga., 
Apr. 21, 1819.

—\ JUDGE JOHN AUSTIN® LANCASTER (46) was born in

where he spent his entire after life. John A. was raised on a 
farm and received a good education in the neighboring schools. 
When the war between the States broke out, he volunteered 
among the first, and made a fine record as a brave and efficient 
soldier, 

He became first lieutenant of Co. D, 17th Alabama Regiment, : 
and was badly wounded in the battle of Franklin, Tenn, On his 
return from the war he found property and nearly everything 
else swept away. He went to work, however, with a will, and by 
teaching school and farming he soon was enabled not only to 
care for himself, but also to aid his family and friends. On. 
March 1, 1866, he was married to Miss Francis Aldora Lett, a 
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girl as sweet and amiable as she was beautiful of face. She was 
born Feb, 28, 1849, and was at the time of her marriage seven- 
teen years of age, 

It is doubtful if any man ever applied himself more labor- 
iously to duty than did John A, Lancaster. By dint of hard 
labor and close economy he soon found himself in easy circum- 
Stances anid used his means in giving good advantages to his 
family and in lending a helping hand to those in distress. 

The poor found in him a ready friend, and many a man to-day 
can testify to this truth, 

He was a large-hearted, conservative, generous man, abreast 
of the times. Provident, broad-seeing magnet around which 
property and men naturally gathered. He soon became a prom- 
inent and unusually popular man in his county. This latter fact 
drew him into the field of politics, and as the nomince of his 
party for sheriff he was the first Democrat to carry his county. 
After serving one term as sheriff he was nominated for Judge 
of Probate, and was elected continuously until he resigned a few 
‘years before his death. In Feb., 1899, John A. Lancaster was 
taken sick and was never agajn a well man. His sufferings were 
great. His physicians failed in diagnosing his case and it was 
never fully known what the real trouble was, but seemed to be 
the brain. Never was man more tenderly cared for than he. 
His devoted wife seemed to live in the very atmosphere of his 
every “beck and call,” for three long years she never left his 
side, only to prepare some dainty nourishment for him, and he 
was always happiest when she was near him. 

One year before he died he lost his eyesight, and at times his 
mind was gone, and it was indeed pitiful and heart-rending to 
hear him call for each of his children and ask where they were, 
and he never tired of calling the name he loved so well, that of 
his wife, “Dora, Dora, are you here?” The answer always came 
back: “Yes, I am here.” He never connected himself with any 
church until after he was taken sick, His pastor, Rev. A. L. 
Andrews, visited him often during his sickness, and they spent 
many hours in earnest conversation on religion, until he became 
satisfied of his acceptance with God, and was received into the 
communion of the Methodist Epicopal Church, South. That was 
indeed a solemn hour when he united himself with the church. 
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and his family all knelt around his bed and received with him 
the emblems of our Lord's sufferings and death. (Tlis wife is a 
consecrated Christian, a member of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, All their children belong to the same church.)
